“In this country every public question is 
discussed in the atmosphere of the counting 
house and the business office. I am quite 
wafe in saying that the members of your 
club, for instance, are unconsciousiy in- 
Nuenced by your business surroundings In 
making up yeur minds upon public ques- 


tions like this. 

“Forget for awhile that you or your 
friends or relatives own stock in a light- 
ing or #ireet railway corporation. Free 


your minds, if possibie, from the prejudices 
which may have giown up there as a 
resauit of the m.aslinoforma.ion and imisiead- 
ing arguments of thuse whom seif interest 
compe.s to attack (he principle of munici- 
gal ownership. 

ae misconception of what municipal 
ownership is and means has graduaily 
tuken possession of people because of the 
day by day steady presentation by biased 
newspapers and others of incorrect facts 
and lliog cal arguments. 

“Seek the motive of those who 
municipal ownership and you will almost 
invariably find that it is self interest. On 
the other hand, there is no way in which 
advocates of municipal ownership can profi: 
by the success of the movement. The bene- 
fits accrue to the entire peaple—not a privi- 
leged’ few. | 3 

“The man who is convinced of the justice 
and practicabillty of municipal ownership 
and wishes to work and o 1% for it must 
be a person who Is not eaally discouraged. 
He muy: be prepared to sustain al) kinds of 
scoffing, ridicule and other forms of r- 
sonal attack. He will first be called a Op-

IGNORING A SUBPENA. 


FOR 


LIABLE TO A FINE OR IMPRISON- 
MENT. 


Vigorous Action Taken by Attorney 
Jourdan in Col. Edwin Batdorf’s 
Suit for Libel. 


Notary PubHe 6tephen C. Rogers of the 
Lincoln Trust building has issued an at- 
tachment for Gov. Stephens, and when the 
latter returns to Missouri a deputy sheriff 
will take him into custody. 

The attachment was issued by Mr. 
at the request of Morton Jourdan, attorney. 
for former Col. Edwin Batdorf, in a sult 
against the Governor for $0,000 for libel. 

The cause of its issuance is the failure of 
the Governor to obey a subpena to appear 
befure Notary Rogers to give his deposi- 
tion In the libel suit of Col. Batdorgf. 

The attachment was given toe the sheriff 
last night and will be served whenever Gov. 
Stephens returns tu Missouri. When it is 
served the Governer will be under arrest, 
hie will be compelled to appear before No- 
tary Rogers, wno, under tne statute, will 
have power to fine or imprison him. 

The subpena for Gov, Stephens was served 
on him iast Monday at the Pianters’ Hotel 
lt commanded him to appear before Notary 
Kogers last Thursduy, to make a depusiuion 
in the Katdorf libel suit. 

Grovernor had arranged to go with 

Stephens and Miss Anna Birch to Hot 
Springs. His lawyers, Johnson, Hawes, 
Mariatt & Houts, accordingiy notified Mr. 
Jourdan that the Governor would not ap- 
pear in response to the subpena. 

This cavalier action on the part of the 
twovernor Was not at all to the liking of 
Mr. Jourdan. .To him it had the sound of 
deflance, and he at once determined to show 
the Governor that subpenas could nut se 
eaelly be set aside and ignored. 

He took steps to foree the Governor to 
obey (he subpena by secGring an attuchment 
for him. 

‘*] don’t Know whether Gov. 
knows it,’’ said Mr. Jourdan, “‘but he has 
laid himself liable by his failure to appear 
In obedience to the afthiavit to fine or im- 
prisonment. I took this step because his 
deposition is desived; and because he saw 
fit to deliberately ignore a subpena. There jis 
no more reason why he should be allowed 
to sult his own convenience in the matter 
of obeying sulwenas. than there is for al- 
lowing the same privilege to an ordinary 
man. He ts amenable to the law. just as is 
anv private eltizen.”’ 

Mr, Jourdan stated that he proposed also 
to enter a motion before Judge Klein to 
strike out the Governor's answer. If Judge 
Kiein grants the motion the Governor will 
no: be allowed to plead further in the case 

A peculiar feature of the ease is the facet 
that Notary Rogers was appointed by Gov. 
Stephens. 

I: is not unlikely that when the attach- 
ment is serve] and the officer takes the 
Governor into custody, his lawvers will 
contest the question by applying for a writ 
of habeas corpus.

IS INVALUABLE.

LONDON, Jan. 27.—Carrier pigeons that 
are carrying messages from the beleagured 
town of Ladysmith are rendering the same 
service to the British army thgt thelr pro- 
totypes did in claesic times Tor the natives 
of antiquity. Indeed, these swift-tlying 


birds figure conspicuously in the annals of 
ancient chroniciers and in some of the most 
famous productions of the ear.y poets. As 
far back as 1100 that indefatigab.e and 
courageous Turkish ruler, the Su.tan Nour- 
eddin Mahmoud, establ shed a post system 
by means of carrier pigeons from Baghdad 
to distant towns, and it continued to exist 
until the mongol hordes captured the re- 
-~** a city of the good Harour, el Ras- 
c . 

lt is impossible to determine just when 
the pigeon came into use as a carrier. It 
is equai.y difficult to say how its useful- 
ness in tnat direction was aiscovered. The 
postdiluvial episode of the dove flying back 
to the ark with the twig may have fur- 
nished an iInk.ing of the bird's “instinct 
of direct on’’ to mankind in .ater times, 
or the accidental observance of a pigeon, 
having been carried a distance, finding its 
way back to its habitat.on perhaps sug- 
gested the feasibility of developing its ca- 
pacity as a messenger. 

At any rate, at .east 300 years ago they 
were trained to perfection in Turkey and 
Persia. In the former country it appears 
to have been customary for every pashd to 
have at hand a basket of pigeons, previous- 
ly trained at his seraglio, in case of an in- 
surrection a Slege. The system of train- 
ing at that time was the same as it is to- 
day. It was entirely progressive. The birds 
were taught to find their way home at first 
over short distances, which were gradually 
increased until it was not unusual to send 
them successfully upon a journey of 1000 
miles. 

(ne of the most extended as well as most 
quaint descriptions of the early emplvoy- 
ment of the messenger pigeons ts ge by 
Sir John Mandeville, who died in 1372. He 
traveled extensively, and, although his repu- 


tation for veracity as a chronicler ts of the _ 


worst, there is no reason to doubt the cor- 
rectness of the following information, which 
he furnished concerning the use of pigeons 
in warfare in China: 

“In that contree and other contrees be-

Great Britain has taken the initiative 
in establishing naval pigeon posts, and it 
may be reasonably surmised that the birds 
sent out recently from Ladysmith had pre- 
viously been taken from the British war- 
ship Powerful by the marines who were 
sent to re-enforce (en. White. Pi eon lofts 
have been established in Gosport, Sheerne«s 
and Devonport, England, for the training 
of pigeons for naval uses. They are taught 
to convey messages from the war ships tu 
the shore.

a Salvage Department Like That 
of New York City. 


The Salvage Department of the Galvation 


Army is the latest business institution to 
set up shop in &t. Louis. The pubiic is ‘ts 
cea.pital and men otherwise ide are its em- 
pioyes. The workshop, salesroom and d-r- 
m.tory is et 610 O'Fa.lon street, and the 
various commodities it dease in are the 
things which most peopie don't want. 

Told M a seatence, the object of this 
new sulf-supporting charity is the col.ec- 
tion, sorting -and selling of old clothes, 

_ waste paper, shoes, furn.ture, kitchen 
utemells and the thousand and one things 
which the careful housewife consigns to 
the garret witn faint idea that they will be 
of use ‘“‘some day.”’ 

All these the Salvage Army will collect 
assort and se.l, and in the doing thereo 
give “work to the workiess,”’ as Capt. Stie- 
big's cards read. 

Capt. St.ebig is in charge of the army's 
Salvage Depar'*ment in St. Louis. His head- 
quarters are tn the old builce.ng at 5lv O Fal- 
lon street, and although the business its but 
three weeks old he has 10 men earning ded, 
board ard 3 cents a week sorting the junk 
which his wagon collects daily. Ali the 
Salvage Department asks of the charitably 
inclined public ia the gift of the materia!s; 
ecepecial.y does it ask large Dusinese houses 
for their weste paper. A card to 
Stiebig@ ia all that is nec ,. 
lecting wagon will call dally for the waste. 

Capt. Stiebig’s personaity is as interest- 
ing as his scheme. Burn a member of a 
strict religious sect he left a wealthy home 
and a good position to give his life to the 
work hie parents oppose.

sOor, as we heave enough clothing we in- 
tend to open a store next to our workshop, 
and sell the renovated clothes for the bare 
cost of the'r mending. We don't want to 
make a profit. The whole intemtion of the 
sharity is to enable the unempoyed to 
ond shelter and live until they find work. 
if the public will aid ua we can make the 
tharity succeed.”’

CLAIMED THAT SENATOR SCOTT 


AMPLE PROOF IS PROMISED.

Proceedings of West Virginia Legisla- 
ture Called in Question by Scott's 
Political Opponents. 


WASHINGTON. Jan. 27.—The Senate 
Committee on Privileges and Elections met 
to-day to hear arguments by counsel In the 
case of the remonstrance against permit- 
ting Hon. Nathan B. Scott of West Vir- 
ginia to occupy his seat in the Senate. 

The principal objection to Mr. §cott 
urged by the protestants was based upon 
the contention that he received only 48 
votes, or one less than a majority, and that 
he secured his election by causing the sus- 
pensian of two members of the Legislature, 
who were afterward given seats, thus re- 


Much was also made of the circum- 
stances that two of the members of the 
State Senate by which he was eiected 
were officers in the volunteer army of the 
United States during the Spanish war. The 
Senators were named Getsendanner anid 
Pierson. They were hold-overs, having 
been elected in 1896. Both accepted com- 
missions in the Second West Virginia Regi- 
ment in the summer of 1898, and, notwith- 
standing this circumstance, entered the 
Legislature in the winter of 1898-98. They 
voted for Scott, and with their votes he 
received 48 votes, or a majority of one of 
the 95 members of the joint assembly then 
occupying seats. 

The protestants claimed that by accept- 
ing commissions in the army, Getsendanner 
and Pierson respectiveiy vacated their of- 
fice as members of the State Senate. With- 
out their votes Scott would have had 46 
votes. 

The friends of Mr. Scott contest this point, 
urging cause for the suspension of the two 
members, and also showing that Messrs. 
Getsendanner and Pierson had resigned 
their offices in the army before casting 
their votes for Scott for Senator. 

To-day'’s session was devoted to hearing 
the arguments of counsel upon the merits 
of the case, it having not yet been decided 
whether evidence should be taken. 

The first speaker for the protestants was 
Judge John H. Holt of West Virginia. He 
urged that Getsendanner and Pierson were 
pet fae prohibited by the West Virginia 
constitution from the acceptances of of- | 
fices under the Federal Government. They 
had the choice of retaining their civil. of- 
fices or accepting she positions in the miuli- 
tary service; they had accepted the ‘latter 
position and thus, ipse facto, they resigned. 
their State offices. hough the State Legis- 
lature had pronounced to the contrary, and 
notwithstanding this fact he contended that 
it was the duty of the United States to go 
behind the action of the State body. As to 
the agreement under which the election was 
effected, he considered {t was a mere pri- 
vate understanding and that bcause it was 
such and not an official function, the elec- 
tion was vitiated. He urged that with the 
seats of the two Senators once vacated 
there was no way in which they could again 
take their seats except by re-election, which 
was not resurted to in either of these in- 
stances. 

The agreement referred to was that by 
which the House of the Legislature ar- 
ranged to meet in joint assembly for the 
é’ection of a Senator and Gareaara the con- 
tests over seats; allowing neither con- 
testants nor contestee# to vote. This 
#PeErcement, Mr. Holt declared, was corrupt, 
a Violation. of law, contrary to public pol- 
icy—a pit.able mecdling with a high func- 
tion. t amounted. to disfranchisement of 
two Democratic members, who were aftere 
ward seated, one in the Senate and the 
other in the House, Thus the vote of the 
joint assembly was reduced from 97 to 9% 
and making 48 a majority. The agreement 
was among members of the Leg.s.ature 
and was contrary to the law and to public 
po.icy as well. 

Mr. Holt devoted much of his time to 
consideration of the right of the Senate 
of the United States to Investigate the 
qualifications of the members of the rate 
Senate, holding that as a matter of self- 
preservation the Federal Senate was bound 
to go behind the decisions of a State body. 
The qualifications of its own members 
were involved, end the :;ederal Benate could 
not afford to say that it would be bound 
by the conciusions of a State Legislature, 
however foolish they might be. 

Mr. Frank L. Welles, a.so of the counsel 
fer the protestants, preseated the reasons 
why the committee should take further 
evidence in the case. He called attention 
to the anomalous fact that while it was 
claimed that Scott had been elected by 48 
votes, a majority, the protestants numbered 


'49 members of the Legislature. 

Hie contended that the contests for seats 
in the West Virginia Legisiature were the 
resul. of conspiracy on the part of the Re- 
publican managers to Insure the election 
of Scott and that In some cases the contests 
were insisted upon, even where the con- 
testants did not want to enter into them. 
Bloodshead was even threatened by Repub- 
lican State officers. 

Mr. Welles urged the committee in view 
of these contentions to take testimony and 
allow the protestants to prove these facta. 
lie said that conditions in West Virginia 
were as bad as had ever been known in the 
South In the days of reconstretion, 

Mr. Welles said that a long Investigation 
would not be necessary, nor would many 
witnesses be called. Among others thev 
would Uke to have the Governor of the 

ate called to testify as to his threat to 
call out the militia to foree the recogni- 
tion of a rump Legislature. 

Ex+Senitor Faulkner, in presenting the 
cause of Senator Bcott, sald that it was 
admitted that at the beginning of the last

by a vote of 16 to 8 that the men were en- 
titled to hold their seats. This decision. he 
contended, was final, urging that the Unit. 
ed States Senate could not legitimately In- 
terfere or go behind the determination of 
the State body In presenting this point 
he laid down the broad preposition that 
where a State body has jurisdiction over 
the subject matter of any question Its de- 
cision as to the (State iaws and conatitau- 
tion ia binding upon the Federal authori. 
ties Hience the Untted States Senate 
could not enter tn this connection on any 
Inquiry us to the qualifications of Mesars.

One reason for the impoverisheu condnhion 


of St. Louls is because what might and 
should have been large sources of reve- 
nue have been given away or sold for a 
trifling consideration, and that considera- 
tion paid to and absorbed by the “‘body pol- 
lile.”’ or a f it. 

For example, within a few years, every 
street railway in the city has been seeking 
and obtaining extensions of their franch.ses. 
new privileges, power to consolidate. Every 
such epplication was an opportunity for the 
city to have been made a participant in 
the profits, to the full extent of the due 
proportion belonging to the right of way 
en and use of streets, which are the prop- 
erty of the city, and which right of use for 
a long term of years has enormous value. 

To illustrate, the city of Toronto, Canada. 
became by the explira:ion of franchises, the 
owner of its entire system of street rail- 
ways. Instead of ageing these roads on 
ublio account, as is done In a few cities In 

[ngland and on the continent of Europe, 
Toronto sold the privileges to a single cor- 
poration, reiaining ample powers of con- 
trol, for the perpetual consideration of a 
Sey rental of per mile of single track 
or the use of streets and a further con- 
sideration for the exclusive privilege of op- 
erating such railways in the city of a per- 
centage of gross receipts, beginning at 2 per 
cent, up to the sum of $1,600,000 oss re- 
ceipts in a year, and reaching finally 5 per 
cent of @ross receipts. 

St. Louls has an actual or authorized sin- 
gle track mileage of, in round numbers, 

miles. On the Toronto scale, &t. Louis 
ought to have a yearly income of over 
$300,000 for track rentals and another sum 
of equal or greater amount as its ahare 
of gross receipts. The “body politic’ has 
alienated or given away the property of 
the ‘““*body corporate,’’ and received for it- 
self a sum which, taking the probably ex- 
apworates reports as to consideratoins, was 
about equal to one year’s purchase value 
of # years’ privileges. Is it any wonder 
that persons, reputed to have been in the 
deals, characterize the a, olitic’” as a 
lot of “cheap screws?" This is a marked 
{llustrative symptom made possible by the 
disease of the body corporate.” And there 
are many such, though this !s probably the 
largest. 

The City of Paris derives from its gas 
privileges a revenue of over 20,000,000 francs 
yearly, or Louis receives not 
one cent. Is it any wonder that St. Louls 
is poor? When e telephone first came 
into use, and electricity for Nght, heat and 
puwer purposes was an infant industry, the 
nc meer ae A was seen ami availed of to re- 
quire of both interests the payment to the 
city of 6 per cent of gross receipts: on the 
ground that the city, by furnishing rights 
of way, was entitled to a share in the busi- 
ness which the city made ssible. Give 
honor to Mr. E. 8. Rowse who, as member 
of the Council, was largely instrumental] 
in eecuring this much for the city. He ad- 
vocrated as a city policy making hises 
a@ @eource of revenue. 


Chapter IV. 


In the preceding chapter the euphemistic 
term of s‘body politic’ was extensively 
usud, and many things said of it. 

Dropping euphemisms and calling a 
spude a spade, this kind of a “body pol- 
itic’’ is what the people recognize as an 
ex.sting but not easily tang.ble thing, and 
to which the people have given the ex- 
pressive name of “The Gang.”’ 

The term has a meaning, In the mind 
of ail who use, hear or read of it, which 
is a body of persons, undefined in number, 
who has associated themselves together for 
the purpose of securing the accomplishment 
of certain illegitimate ends by secret and 
often uniawful means. There can be no 
honest man in a “‘gang,"’ but honest men 
may ignorantly companion with the ‘gang’ 
and ald in ite work. But such persons will 
not be in their secret councils or be given 
more than a few crumbs from the table 
of “good things."’ 

Some of the members of “‘the gang’’ may 
have been duly elected to office, others 
may have been agony appointed, but the 
main body is made up of outsiders and 
these outsiders furnish most of the brains 
for the outfit. 

The official members may have been 
drawn into the net almost unconsciously, 
being tickled in the ear by the feather of 
flattery. Ambition may have been ap- 
posites to, the hope aroused that through 
nfluences that are behind the tempter some 
future promotion to higher place, such as 
the Governorship, may be obtained.

A man once in the Council and who 
passed through the fire without getting the 
smell of fire on his garments sald: ‘] have 
wondered why men who had the repute of | 
being honorable in business became corrupt 
when put In official place, but I am force! 
to conclude that they were honorable in 
business only because they had to be in 
order to continue in business; they were 
never sound at heart.” 

Well meaning but careless citizens vote 
for candidates because they are the nom!- 
nees of thelr party. But if the same per- 
sons were applicants for a piace in the 
same citizens’ business they would tnquire 
into the applicants’ antecedents and give 
preference to o whose past gave as- 
surance of intexfity, even if they had to 
go beyond the list of applicants to fill the 
place, This is ordinary prudence. What 
man of business would say to an emp'oye: 
“Let him steal; my business Is profitable 
enough for me to etand his stealings.”’ 
Suspicion would lead to Investigation; In- 
vestigation to discharge of a dishonest 
employe; perhaps to prosecution. Why are 
not these ordinary steps taken when ofrl- 
ficitals are accused of unfaithfulness? 

The gang exists; it has an organization 
and through the organization its members 
and the gang itse/f are entrenciied ani 
feel secure. Citizens must have a coun- 
ter organizaticn and through such an or- 
ganization the gang can be crushed just 
so gs00n and just as sure as the cliizens 
will that it be crushed. 

In former chapters the position and en- 
trenchments of the gang have becn show?. 
The general line of attack againsi ges 
is obvious, but the attack must te wisely 
ordered ne effort of one man must come 
to nothing. Concerted work is nevcded, che 
sinews of war must be provide! and the 
agencies, also. Leaders must be in charge 
and the body must follow their chosen 
leaders. Ctliizens must come together and 
organize for the war. Vrar when unider- 
taken must be against the organized ene- 
my, not mere ski:mishing, but battle. It 
is no victory to ki.l one man, probably an 
insignificant private, nor to capture an 
outpost. The citadel must be taken and 
the body of the enemy routed and pursued 
until destroyed, In the pursuit individuals 
- the routed force will be taken care 
of.

be true, have been days of evil-doing. 

life he was known as Henry 
jeweler, serving hia apprentice- 
He was known 
as Henry Winter when he landed in New 
York City in 1837 at the age of BD years, 
he was known as Henry Winter for 
several vears thereafter, until he became 
hablitua, Violator of laws and a <dis- 
turber of the peace and dignity of various 
commonwealths. To-day, after serving thir- 
teen terms in the penitentiary, he is known 
s.mpiy as “‘Duteh”’ «harley, and when ar- 
raigned in the Clayton Circuit Court Jan. 
‘ for obtaining meney under falee pre- 
tenses he wept because Judge Herzel re- 
fused to send h.m to Jefferson City and 
sent him to the County Jai. Instead. 

“Dutch Charley’ is now % years old and 
has spent s0 many years behind the bars 
that he prefers prison life to one of lberty, 
His case could not aptly be te»med one of 
tutal depravity because he knows right 
from wrong. He knows it is not right to 
Ile to get money, but that appears to be In 
latter years the only way by which he 
ever became the possessor of it. He cares 
not a whit for shackles except that they 
make moving a little inconvenient. Other- 
wise he woud as soon wear tron bands 
around his*ankles as a hat on his head. 

He is no sooner put out of prison than he 
begins planning to get back again, and he 
always gets back on the same charge—ob- 
taining money under false pretenses. 
When upbra!ided by some of his victims for 
being a swindler he shrugs his shou.ders 
and replies: “‘And you were fool enough to

John Guille Millais, F. Z. 8., who spent 
several years in South Africa when lon 
hunting was a more common occupation 
than Boer hunting now tis, has written a 
description of the lion as he roars and also 
gives the following interesting account of 
a lion hunt: 


BY JOHN GUILLE MILLAIS, F. Z. 8. 
T WAS inthe morning twilight, when one 
of the Boers cried, “‘De lieuw, ou baas!”’ 
(A lion, master.) There was an uproar 
among the donkeys, and there could be 
seen a huge animal! standing over the poor 
beast he had killed. 'The other donkeys 
broke their tethers, and one of them having 
run off into a big méalie patch the Hon 
started in pursuit. At every bound he emit- 
ted a subdued “boo-uff" as his forelegs 
struck the ground, and then came a loud 
scuffle, a crack and the sound of a heavy 
body falling, after which all was silent— 
for a moment. When day broke clearly it 
was found that the lion had finished one 
of the donkeys ata meal. The other carcass 
showed that the lion had rushed up to his 
victim from the front, fixed his right paw 
in its left shoulder, at the same time forc- 
ing the animal's head down with his left 
paw on the right cheek and biting where 
the vertebrae join the-head, thus dislocat- 
ing the neck and causing Instantaneous 
death. 

After hunting for the lion all day a “still” 
was set for him over the uneaten carcass. 
Two rifles were so fixed that as the lion 
approached his prey he touched a wire 
which fired the rifles. The ‘still’ worked 
so well that some time after midnight the 
watchers heard first one shot, then another, 
followed by a succession of loud roars, 
gradually dying to a painful moan. He was 
found dead the next morning. 

A fact not before noted ts the close re- 
semblance between the roar of a lion and 
the cry of an ostrich. They are so much 
alike that may be mistaken for the

cf our time. They have said-in a hundred forms that while the colo- 
ries are dependencies of the crown and the crown has the right of 
appointing the Governor in each colony, the colony itself has a prac- 
The favorite phrase has been that the colony has “re- 
eponsible government.” It can turn out its ministers exactly as the 
Knglish Parliament can turn out the English ministers, and it can 
decide all questions of legislation. 

The author of. this enlargement of the British constitution, so far 
as anybody is its author, might be said to be Lord Durham. On his 
celebrated and almost romantic visit to Canada in 1839 he laid the foun- 
dationSef the change which has since been wrought out step by step 
in the larger dependencies of the Lritish Empire. There are some 
small colonies which are called “crown colonies,’ because they have 
not this autonomy. But so far as Canada goes, and New Zealand 
and Australia and the Cape, England has promised, in every way that 
England could promise, that thes@great regions shall be under the 
government of their own people. 

These great provinces, if they are to be called such, take different 
names. Canada calls herself a Dominion, Australia coolly calls hesself 
the Commonwealth of Australia, while the Cape Colony is still called 
It was in 1872 that “responsible government” was conceded 
to the Cape Colony.

Yet, while Mr. Balfour’s words cannot be litera 
ly true, nevertheless, even if he asks to be allowed to lengthen the term 
he names, how strange is the statement! It is not the case that th 
military advice received by Sir Alfred Milner on the spot, and Sir A 
fred Milner’s communications when he visited this country a yee 
ajo, were based upon the belief that ff there were war at all, that wa 
~weuld have to bé one against the two republics? Et is not the 
that from the first defensive action in Natal was contemplated, an 
that Invasion of the republics through the open ccuntry of the Fre 
State was the line chosen for an advance in the event of war? M 
Dalfour’s statement must be accepted, with some expansion of th 
two months lightly named, as being absolutely true, for no one woul 
ever suspect for a moment that he would deceive us. What it imple 
theretore, is that, while ordinary outside opinion in London was per 
fectly informed, from the conversation of those who were really re 
sponsible upon the spot, what was the tendency of the policy adopter 
the Cabinet were unaware of it. 

‘Tilitary preparation under such circumstances can hardly be ths 
recommended by the great German writers on war, who all declars 
pretty much in the same words, that “Preparation must precede qual 
rel.” ana add that it should be complete before ‘diplomatic steps ar 
taken that are likely to lead to war. 

I imagine, however (and here I get off the ground of fact and o 
to that of conjecture), that it was probably expected that the Orang 
reo State would not fight with the heart which the Transvaal display: 
The cverations of the Orange Free State forees in the north of th 
Cape Colony--even more pottering than our earlier operations in Natal 
lead me still to think that this antecedent belief has come true. Th 
Orange Free State is a very moderate country. It has, as Mr. Halfou 
said, ‘ike the moderate Dutch element at the Cape, often been friendl 
and even useful to us; tn fact, as friendly as it dared bé without rigking 
as it seems to its inhabitants, the existence of the State itself. That ex 
istence has long been compatible with a joint action in a Customs Unto 
with the Cape, and would be compatible, in my opinion, with the fiyin 
of two flags—the flag of the Orange Free State and the British fag—as 
symbol of Customs Union in a Zollverein, and of an intangible pare 
Inountcy, to which, im the case of the Orange Free State, it would, 
think, be safe to trust. 

Is it not even now possible to detach from the ambitious men o 
Pretoria, and from the firhting die-in-the-last-ditch type of Tranevas 
Iioer, these really moderate men of the Free State, with their moderat 
and, on the whole, sound government, and to bring about-—not peac 
indeed. because it would be impossible for them, withou 
treachery to their allies, to formally conclude a separate’ peace—bu 
euch an understanding as to what would be the terms exacted of ther 
in the future as would cause the overwhelming majority of their burgh 
ers to go home? I feel certain that if the Cabinet would, tn conneectio 
vith the occupation of the great plain of the Orange State, announe 
their intentions for the future with regard to the Orange State itseli 
th. war would come to a far more rapid termination than has seeme 
lLieclvy up to the moement at which I write.

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HOW TO FEED THE BABY. 


NE of the Important matters in rais- 
ing an ‘infant is to watch carefully 
its weight. Following is the aver- 


age weight of babies at given ages, and if 
a child keeps close to this they are usually 
thriving:

Every mother should weigh her baby at 
regular intervals. Nothing else te'ls so ac- 
curately how well the baby is thriving. 
But my readers should also remember that 
with an increase in weight there should 
also be a progressive increase in height, 
because what is called rachitle or r'ckety 
infant may increase in fat to a consider- 
able extent, especially when fed on con- 
densed milk or patent foods containing 
much sugar, and yet the reverse of 
healthy. 

On the other hand, an absence in in- 
crease !n weight is the only sign that a 
hand-fed baby ts not getting a suffictent 
quantity of food or a eufficiently nutritious 
food. 

This applies both to healthy children and 
to those who are alling. Do not make the 
mistake which ts frequently made of ascr!- 
bing the lack of gain in weight to constl- 
tutional disturbance rather than to the 
food supply. It often happens that the 
malady is the real cause of the decrease 
in weight, but this {s not always #. 

It is not uncommon to find in hospital 
practice a marked increase in weight ina 
child recently admitted, although it is suf- 
fering continuously from a serious disorder. 
This gain is due to the better quality 
the food, greater regularity of feeding, 
warmth, cleanliness and better nursing. 
And these three polnts are the vital fac- 
tors in many babe's lives. 

It isnot necessary to purchase any welgh- 
ing apparatus, although there are 
baby-weighing machines A_ good 
of kitchen scales will peffectly suffice.

Mothers should know the symptoms of 
the baby kept In too hota room. Sometimes 
they lead one to suspecta serious {liness, 
when really the victim is only stifiing. 
When the baby becomes pale, shows symp- 
toms of tndigestion, perspires much, takes 
coid easily and stops gaining in “weight, see 
how warm you are keeping the room. All 
these symptoms may be induced dy an 
overheated nursery. 

A healthy child may be given a full tud 
bath when ten days old, but only under 
proper conditions, First of all, the baby 
should not be bathed sooner than one hour 
after feeding. The room must be warm and 
there should be no draughts. The bath 
should be given quickly, the body dried rap- 
idly with a soft towel. Every _ mother 
should purchase a bath thermometer. Dur- 
ing the first few weeks the water should 
be at a temperature of 100 degrees, Faren- 
helt; later, during early infancy, 9%; after 
six months at 90. 

Ifa child is 1] and unable to stand « tub 
bath, oil baths are of great benefit. To 
give the oll bath, mix equal] quantities of 
lanoline and almond oll. Linseed or even 
cottonseed o'l willl answer. Olive oil will do 
perfectly. The baby should be undressed 
and held upon the lap. The room must be 
warm. Lay a plece of flannel under her and 
have another plece to lay over her, 60 
that her body shall not be entirely uncov- 
ered. Rub a little of the mixture with a 
Very gentile movement all over from the 
neck to the feet. The face will not require 
any. 

Systematic rubbing or friction of the 
body is unquestionably of great value in the 
care of very delicate children.

Only one-sixth of the licenses I issue in 
@ given year are for persons living in St. 
Iouls County. The great bulk of licenses 
are issued to persons living in St. Lou's. 
Rut there are applicants from nearly every 
State In the Middle West. Swecthearts 
meet in St. Louis and, seeking a quiet 
place to wed, come out to Clayton. Elopers 
in plenty come here, but onc satisfied that 
they are unmarried and of legal age, I ‘is- 
sue the Livense without attempting to learn 
the romance that wafts them to Clayton. 
I never ask for the Street addresses of 
the parties. To know the town and Stata 
is all the law requires. Despite the num- 
ber of elopers that obtain their Lcenses 
In Clayton I have never had troub'e resuit 
from any license that I have issued. One 
out of every three licenses that I issue go 
to e.opers. And I refuse only about eight 
of every twenty applicants for a lHceense. 

Clayton is oniy eignt miles from St. 
Louls. Street cars from the city reach 

here every 2 minutes during the day. The 
fare is small and the ride delightful. Many 
young hearts seeking a Gretna Green are 
turned toward Clayton. If the renortlers
